Project Rescue, a totally 
new 
pro g ram 
to 
help 
firem en 
save 
residential 
fires 
emergencies, 
is 
derway in Plano. 
The Plano Association of 
Independent Agents and the 
Plano Fire Department are 
distributing distinctive blue, 
orange and white decals to 
the public for use in invalids 
rooms. The decals, when 
placed on bedroom windows 
of the ill or elderly, mark the 
location of a priority rescue 
attempt in case of a fire. 
The decals may be ob­ 
tained by calling either fire 
station. The number to call 
on the east side is 424-4433, 
and west side resid en ts 
should 
call 
423-3444. 
The 
d ep a rtm en t 
will 
send 
someone to the home to 
install the sticker and obtain 
information on the location 
of the invalid’s room and his 
condition. 
This information will be 
kept up-to-date in a file at the 
station. If an emergency call 
comes in. the dispatcher will 
check the card file while the 
trucks are enroute to the 
residence. 
If an invalid is 
shown at the address, the 
fire fighters are alerted to 


locate 
the 
person 
im ­ 
mediately on arrival. 
The program can also be 
used 
for 
persons 
only 
temporarily confined to bed 
or ham pered in movement. 
After

has 


recovered he can then call 
the 
fire 
d e p a rtm en t 
to 
remove his name from the 
list and take down the decal 
from his window.

Ira Burleson about whether 
or not he was due any back 
pay- 
As 
best 
as 
could 
be 
determined. 
Burleson--who 
appears to be approaching 
the century mark and who is 
relatively hard of hearing- 
served as constable in the 
Celina 
a re a 
from 
1968 
through 1972, according to 
Burleson. He further stated 
that he was not paid during 
1971 nor 1972. 
No Records 
County 
Auditor 
Bill 
E u b an k s 
ag reed 
with 
B urleson on 
this 
point, 
revealing that according to 
county reco rd s, B urleson 
received his last check in 
December of 1970, and no 
check in 1971 or 1972. 
In 
addition, 
E ubanks 
pointed out that there was no 
record of Burleson resigning 
his position; no record of any 
work 
being 
done 
by 
Burleson, and no record of 
any request for a salary 
check. 
A ccording 
to 
som e 
mem bers of the court and 
Eubanks, it was generally 
thought that Burleson had 
resigned his position in 
January of 1971, but no one in 
the meeting room knew for 
sure if that were true. 
Where’s the Watch? 
C om m issioner 
Bailey 
Dickerson 
claim ed 
the 
people 
of 
Celina 
gave 
Burleson a " r e t ir e m e n t” 
party and a watch in 1971, 
thereby indicating that he 
had 
retired . 
H ow ever, 
Burleson did not have the 
watch with him, nor was he 


sure when it was presented 
to him. 
He was insistent, though, 
that he had not resigned and 
that he hadn’t been paid for 
two years of serving as a 
constable. 
"I worked for nothin’ for 
two years and I want my 
pay,” he argued 
As the argument got more 
vigorous, the laughs and 
sn ick ers 
got 
lo u d e r- 
enhanced by the fact that 
Burleson’s back pay would 
amount to a total of $2. It was 
explained at the outset that 
constables were paid $1 a 
year, beginning in 1971. 
Press Offers Pay 
The discussion rea ch e d 
such a point of sublimeness 
that a couple of newspaper 
reporters offered to donate 
the $2 to satisfy Burleson’s 
claim The offer was refused 
by the commissioners court. 
" I ’ll tell you what, Mr. 
B u rleso n ,” County Judge 
W G. Proctor stated toward 
the end of the discussion, 
" I t ’s 
my 
own 
personal 
opinion. I think they (the 
county) owe you $2, but I ll 
make a motion that 
the 
county pay you $100. I think 
you’re worth it,” he added. 
Commissioner 
Raymond 
Jen k in s, w h o -alo n g with 
Proctor-is a candidate for 
re - e le c tio n 
S a t u r d a y , 
agreed, but Commissioners 
Dickerson, Carl Marion and 
Odell 
R u l i n g 
objected 
strongly. 
More discussion ensued, 
and although Burleson was 
entering into the fray, it 
b ec am e obvious that he 
couldn’t hear a lot of what 
was going on, and it led to 
general confusion. 
E ventually, 
the 
court 
voted to pay Burleson his $2 
back pay, ending about IO to 
20 minutes of verbal play. 
The Fight Goes On 
Earlier, 
commissioners 
had taken up most of their 
90-minute morning session 
battling with Justice of the 
P e ac e John McVeigh of 
Melissa and his attorney, 
N athan 
White, 
about 
whether or 
not 
McVeigh 
should have a salary in 
crease. 
The 
b attle 
betw een 


McVeigh and the court has 
been 
going 
on 
for 
a p ­ 
p ro x im ately four m onths 
and there’s been no definite 
decision in the matter. 
That trend was continued 
Monday afternoon. 
B asically, 
McVeigh 
is 
claiming 
that 
his 
salary 
should be in the range of that 
paid Justice of the Peace 
Jack 
Cope of 
McKinney, 
which approaches SI .(KH) a 
month Currently, McVeigh 
is being paid $150 a month 
White-as 
he 
has 
upon 
other instances-pointed out 
to the court that McVeigh’s 
case load is approximately 
the sam e as Cope, and that, 
therefore, his salary should 
be the same. 
D uring 
the 
m orning 
session, the battle lines were 
d raw n g en erally between 
McVeigh and 
White, and 
Commissioners Marion and 
D ickerson, 
with 
Sheriff 
George 
Smith 
and 
State 
Highway patrol sergeant 
R.G. Taylor being brought in 
to testify to McVeigh’s case 
load, 
which 
they 
s u b ­ 
stantiated 
Ju d g e 
Cope 
also 
was 
present, apparently under 
the impression that McVeigh 
was implying that Cope was 
either overpaid or was not 
doing his job. However, 
White rectified this early in 
the discussion 
( ope Not Criticized 
"I thought I made it clear 
last 
week 
that 
we 
are 
making no charges against 
Judge Cope,” White stated 


"I want to make it clear 
again. We are not saying in 
any way that Judge Cope’s 
salary should be decreased 
In my opinion, he’s the only 
full time justice of the peace 
w e’ve had. 
"But what I am saying is 
that Judge McVeigh is now a 
full time judge and needs to 
be paid accordingly,” White 
asserted. "W e’re just using 
Judge Cope as a reference 
point.” 
After considerable more 
discussion which trailed off 
into 
a 
chit-chat 
between 
Commissioner Marion and 
Sgt 
Roberts about traffic 
patterns in the south part of 
the county, Judge Proctor 
began pressing for a recess 
until I p m . A short time 
later, he was successful. 


More of flu* Same 
Two-and-one half 
hours 
later, the court reconvened, 
and after more discussion, 
Marion 
moved 
that 
"we 
leave it like it is.” Jenkins, 
how ever, 
indicated

thought McVeigh should get

don’t circulate in the com­ 
munity. 
“ Our greatest concern and 
responsibility is for the lives 
of our residents,” he said. 
“ Project Rescue is a great 
step forward in providing us 
with the ability of carrying 
out this responsibility.
